which was found among the letters, 
it is supposed that Mr. Wolfbauer died 
ant tbat aba remarried, her second 
bnsband being Vaa Weik.

IT CAUSES SURPRISE IM PEKIRB. 



Ameriea Will Rata a Strong Bepre. 
icntatlon Ready For Service 
Sbould an Oecaiion Arise. 



Ttita AeUan Waa Decided On Some 
Time Ago and It Is Felt to Be 
4 Qeod Precautionary 
Maaaurab 

Washington. April 6.— The United 
States naval representation in the 
Orient will be increased materially as 
soon as tba veasels now under orders 
to proceed to tbosa watera arrive 
tbere. The navy department In mih^ 
Ing this Increase contemplates squad- 
rons In Asiatic and Pbllipplno waters 
under three general heads, viz.: ves- 
sels ot tbe line of battle^ made up of 
tbe battleships Kentucky. Oregon and 
Wisconsin, and the monitors Monterey 
and Monadnuck, all of which are now 
there except the Wisconsin, which 
sails from Puget sound about May 1; 
second, tbe cruisers' squadron, mado 
up of tba New Orleana, wbtcb is al- 
ready on tbe Asiatic station, and tbe 
Raleigh, now in the Caribbean sea, 
and the Albany and the Cincinnati; 
and tbe third squadron made up of 
gunboata and small craft designed es- 
pecially tor aervlce in tbe smaller 
bodies of water where tbe larger ships 
because of their draft are unable to 
go. The Idea of the thrw squadron 
formation la a favorite one with many 
navel cdBoers, who, to some extent, 
have arranged its counterpart with 
the vessels of tbe Atlantte fleet 

It la said here that the change In 
tbe character of the Asiatic squadron 
is due primarily to what naval experts 
consider tba proper division of our 
navy and was decided on aome time 
ago. It also la felt to be a good pre- 
cautionary measure to have a strong 
representation In the far east ready 
for service should the occasion unex- 
pectedly arise. 

Peking, April 6.— The report receiv- 
ed here that the action of tbe United 
States In IncreasiuK her Asiatic squad- 
ron Is on arcount of "Alarming re- 
ports on the situation In China" ex- 
cites surprise in Peking. Such reports 
were not sent by the United States or 
British legations which possess good 
facilities for Judging the situation in 
China. The only (IlKtiirlianres ronsld- 
ered sorious are those in the Kwang 
Si province, the souihtTn provitiro of 
China bordering Tonkin, where 100,- 
000 rebels are said to be under arms, 
which were never directed against for- 
eigners. The latest reports regard- 
ing Con. Tung Knh Slang, tho "Iloxer" 
leader, and Prince Tuan, the exiled 
anti-foreigner, who are at the head 
of tbe insurgent torces in the north- 
western province of Kansu are reas- 
suring. The government claims 1o 
have rome to an undiTatandlng with 
theiu whereby they agree to refrain 
from hostilities. It is believed that 
the government Is supplying them 
with funds on eoBditloa tbat tbey re- 
main quiet 

The officials prfimise the foreign 
ministers that the indemnity bonds 
will soon be signed. The officials ap- 
parently have concluded that it will 
be Impossible to obtain any coq^ces- 
sions In the terms of the indemnity 
until that formality is fulfilled. 

The United States consul at Canton 
telegraphs tbat tbe famine In the 
Kwangai province, reeulting from the 
rebellion there, is seriona. Thousands 
will die unless asaistance is forthcom- 
ing. Ho recommends that relief fuads 
be started abroad. 



ANOTHU MtPULSIr 

The Qovernment Troops Attempted to 
Recapture Santo Domingo. 

Washington, April 0. — A report to 
the navy department from Commander 
Turner, of the cruiser Atlanta, at San- 
to Ebmlngo City, shows another re- 
pulse to the government troop*, who 
made an attempt to take Uie city 
flron tba rarolatlonlsts, and that Com- 
mander Turner was again compelled 
to land the Jackets to protect the 
United State* consulate Commander 
Turner's dispatch ia as follows: 

"Santo Domingo, via Haytl, April S. 
— Ooraramant forces attacked dty 
yeaterday: war* rapulsed. Report In- 
dicates Vasqucz (tba president) ap- 
proaching with strong forco. Qovern- 
ment gunboat fired three shots last 
nlgbt without injury. City fortified; 
apparaatly datannlaed to realat Land- 
ad marines to protect tbe consnlatai" 

One day last week Commander Tnr^ 
ner landed a force of GO marines to 
guard tbe United States consulate at 
Santo Domingo City, when the sttua^ 
tioa was regarded aa very critical.

1839. 

Allen won liis laurels In Hip days of 
bare-fist flgbttng and bore the title of 
being tbe only pugilist who lost the 
world's championsblp, regained it and 
retired with it. 

He lost the championship to Mm 
Mace, May 10, 1870, and regained tbe 
title by defeating Mike McCool. Sep- 
tember 23, 1873.

We wonder if the fact that patients 
and their friends iKOore the contagious- 
ness of pneumonia is often due to pro- 
fessional negligence. An exaggerated 
conception of the contagiousness of tulief- 
culosis is held by the lay world, but 
pneumonia is, of course, far more con- 
tagions. And patients and profMon 
alike have not reali/.ed the new fact that 
the mortality of pneumonia is in some 
dtiea and parte of the eonntry higher 
than that of tuberculosis. Dr. Reynolds, 
of Chicago, retuma to tiiis lesson and 
emphaaiiea tha naaaaalty of tha loOow- 
ing measures : 

Pneumonia is a highly contagious dis- 
ease, the caiue of which is a micro-organ- 
ism in the sputa of those suffering from 
the malady, and contracted by inhaling 
thin germ. Therefore, the same care 
abould be taken to collect and destroy 
the sputa that ia taken in pulmonary 
tuberculosis or in diphtheria or intlueDza. 

During the illness the greateet pains 
abould be taken to prevent aoiling bed 
clofhfP, carppts or furniture with the 
sputa, and after the illness the patient's 
room should be thoroughly cleansed and 
ventilated. The fact that the disease is 
moat prevalent in the winter season, 
when people are moat crowded together 
and live much of the timein badly venti- 
lated apartments, makes obvious the ne- 
cessity of thorough ventilation of houses, 
offices, factories, theatres, churches, pas- 
senger cars and other public places, in 
order that the air which must be breathed 
may be kept clean and free from infec- 
tions matter. 

I.iymen shou'd be taueht not to be 
afraid of a patient who has pneumonia, 
inflnenaa or tuberonloala, but to be afraid 
of lack of cleanliness about him during 
his illness, of failure to enforce prophy- 
lactic measures and of close, badly venti- 
lated apartments during the season when 
these diseases most prevail. Since pneu- 
monia is most fatal at the extremes of 
life— the young and the aged— special 
care abould be taken to guard children 
and old persons against exposure to the 
infection of those already suffering with 
the disease and againat cold, privation 
and exposure to the weather, which are 
potent prodipposing causes.
